All that 18 necessary is to 
dial the digits 9-1-1 and the 
call is directed to the Montqoa- 
ery County Communications Dis- 
patch Center. 

The call will be answered 

“Police Radio, pl pareuet (Num- 
ber)". Respond wit a is a 
Ham Ham Radio ee reporting an 
emergency at (give Tocation). 
Give street and nearest house 
nuaber if possible. Next best 
is street and nearest intersec- 
tion. Give the township or 
borough if you know it. On the 
turnpike, give the nearest mile 
post and the direction (east- 
bound lane, westbound lane). 
Give the type of emergency. 
Standby for the dispatcher who 
may request additional inforsa-- 
tion. When the call 15S con- 
pene Ha re up | using the &. 

Note that the phrase "This 
is a Ham Radio eae alerts 
the dispatcher that the call is 
being made via Autopatch and 
that the caller cannot hear the 
dispatcher while he/she is talk- 
ing. 

The Montgomery County Dis- 
patcher will hand off calls to 
the appropriate response facil- 
ity even if you are located in a 
different jurisdiction.

_ When one visits an air traf- 
“fic control center, or an emer- 
gency services dispatching cen- 
ter, one is likely to be struck 
by the quiet. Even though many 
people may be talking at any 
moment, a sense of hushed con- 
trol seems to prevail. On clos- 
er examination, one finds that 
professional comaunicators vir- 
tually whisper into their head- 
sets. This is because, with 
modern comaunications systens, 
the talker’s volume no longer 
has direct impact on transmitter 
power. In fact, with FM, lower 
deviation actually improves your 
chances of getting through over 
a noisy path. 

_ Unfortunately, many other- 
Wise excellent Amateur operators 
-habitually bellow into their 
microphones. In a crowded aulti- 
Station operation, such operat- 
1ng practice can be aextrerely 
disruptive to fellow operators. 
Speaking softly had other bene- 
fits. It 1S a well-known fact 
that a calm, unemotional voice 
helps to reduce stress in listen- 
ers. Net control operators, in 
particular, can measurably ia- 


prove net performance by simply | 


keeping their own voice under 
control. 

Unemotional is not the sane 
aS speaking in a monotone. Use 
natural voice inflection to help 
convey the message you are coa- 
municating. But avoid comauni- 
cating urgency, annoyance, fa- 
tigue, frustration, ete., by 
- your tone of voice. And keep 
your voice just loud enough to 
do the job. Learn to close-talk 
the mike in a communications 
Situation.
